3. Applicants' Information Disclosure Statement, filed September 28, 2006, has been 
considered by the Examiner. Please refer to the signed copy of Applicants' PTO-1449 form, 
submitted herewith. 



4. Claims 1-6, directed to the process of preparing 5-hydroxy-4-thiomethylpyrazole 
compounds according to Chemical Formula (3), appear to be allowable over the prior art of 
record. 



5. Claims 1-6 are allowable. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

The instant application relates to a novel process of preparing a 5-hydroxy-4- 
thiomethylpyraozle compound according to formula (3). The instant application is a 371 of 
PCT/JP05/06806. The allowable subject matter in this case is limited to a method of making 
compounds of formula (3) by reacting a 5-hydroxypyrazole of formula (1) with a sulfur or 
sulfonyl compound of formula (2) in the presence of formaldehyde and a base. The process 
instantly claimed is novel since other methods of making 4,5-substituted pyrazoles are known, 
however they are inefficient and/or produce carcinogenic byproducts. The aspect of preparing 5-

Reasons for Allowance 
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hydroxy- 4-thiomethyl pyrazoles via direct thiomethylation is also novel and unobvious. The 
closest art of record, WO 01/64651 Al, teaches a method of making similar though not identical 
pyrazoles, in the presence of an acid, and does not teach the same reactants as instantly claimed. 
Therefore the prior art fails to anticipate, fairly suggest, or render obvious the instant claimed 
process of preparing 5 -hydroxy-4-thio methyl pyrazoles.
